Budget crisis. Premier 
‘prepared to be 
educated’ on tax he 
opposes, as province 
faces $6-billion hole

Premier Jim Prentice’s hard¬ 
line stance against a prov¬ 
incial sales tax softened 
Tuesday, as Alberta’s budget 
crisis appears to have left 
him willing to be convinced. 

Speaking at the Edmon¬ 
ton Economic Development 
Impact luncheon, Prentice 
said he still personally op¬ 
poses it, but wants to hear 
from Albertans. 

“I don’t think Albertans 
generally advocate a sales 
tax, but I’m prepared to be 
educated and to hear from 
people,” he said. “It’s time 
for people to speak up about 
this.” 

Even if oil prices rise to 
$62 a barrel next year, Pren¬ 
tice said the province would 


have a $ 6-billion hole in the 
budget. 

“This is the most sig¬ 
nificant public financial 
circumstance that we have 
seen in a generation,” he 
said. 

He said the province 
would be pushing real re¬ 
straint on public spending 
and would contemplate a 
deficit, but taxes also had to 
be on the table to keep the 
province on the right fiscal 
footing. 

“Unless we deal with 
this and make some of the 
changes we need to make, 
we’re talking about eroding 
Alberta’s triple-A credit rat¬ 
ing,” he said. 

Prentice said they will be 
asking Albertans about the 
budget and the province’s 
fiscal picture and he didn’t 
rule out an election to get 
that advice. 

“An election is a possibil¬ 
ity, but firstly we have to de¬ 
velop a fiscal plan. We have 
to consult with Albertans 
about what they think is 
best and then at the end of 
the day we will assess where 
we are.”

Prentice pans 
talk of Alberta 
recession 

Premier Jim Prentice is 
scoffing at a suggestion 
by the Conference Board 
of Canada that Alberta is 
likely to face a recession 
as crude prices continue 
to plunge. 

“I don’t agree with 
it,” he said Tuesday 
of the Ottawa-based 
economic think-tank’s 
assessment. 

“I didn’t find their 
analysis to be particu¬ 
larly cogent, to be frank, 
and the opinion that 
they put forward is an 
outlier amongst all of 
the other opinions that 
have been put forward 
by every one of Canada’s 
chartered banks and by 
other respected econom¬ 
ic forecasters.” 

The Conference Board 
notes that Alberta’s 
latest employment and 
new housing-start num¬ 
bers are holding steady, 
but if oil prices stay low 
the province will slip 
into recession. 

Chief economist Glen 
Hodgson said even if oil 
prices rebound to $65 
US a barrel, investment, 
profits and consumer 
spending will be down. 

Oil prices settled 
below $46 a barrel on 
Tuesday, less than half 
of where they were less 
than six months ago. 

Lower oil revenues 
are hurting Alberta’s cof¬ 
fers, with the province’s 
budget surplus this year 
turning into a $500-mil¬ 
lion deficit. 

Todd Hirsch, chief 
economist at ATB Finan¬ 
cial, also disagreed that 
the Alberta economy 
is going to shrink this 
year, the Canadian press

Edmonton’s theatre commun¬ 
ity is expressing shock and of¬ 
fering support to Theatre Net¬ 
work after its home space at 
the historic Roxy Theatre was 
lost to a fire Tuesday morning. 

Aaron Talbot, communi¬ 
cations and marketing co¬ 
ordinator at Theatre Alberta, 
said the umbrella organiza¬ 
tion is “devastated for Theatre 
Network.

It 
was a surreal morning,” he 
said. 

Temporarily operating 
from the boardroom at the 
124 St. Business Association, 
Theatre Network was to meet 
Tuesday night to decide the 
next step, according to mar¬ 
keting director Taylor Chad¬ 
wick, including if and where 
the show Cheerleader! will be 
staged. 

Free Will Players has said 
that proceeds from its Satur¬ 
day night fundraiser will be 
shared with Theatre Network. 


“We have a responsibil¬ 
ity to the community and 
ourselves to continue. We’re 
theatre people — we’re rolling 
with the punches,” said Chad¬ 
wick. 

Martin Galba, performer 
and artistic director of Two 
One Way Tickets to Broadway 
Productions, housed his small 
company across from the 


Roxy Theatre in 2013. “Hav¬ 
ing a home space provides 
stability — histoiy, memories 
and careers were built in that 
space. But theatre is about 
community. We all have to 
pitch in to help rebuild what 
was lost,” he said. 

Walterdale Theatre will 
be one of the few remain¬ 
ing decades-old theatres once 


the Varscona shuts down for 
a planned rebuild. The com¬ 
pany’s artistic director Adam 
Kuss said Walterdale’s heart 
goes out to the Theatre Net¬ 
work family.

124 Street business 
people shocked 
by Roxy blaze 

Members of Edmonton’s 
124 Street business com¬ 
munity pledged to rally 
behind the Roxy Theatre, 
just hours after the historic 
building was reduced to a 
pile of ash. 

Known as a cultural hub 
in Edmonton, executive dir¬ 
ector of 124 Street Business 
Association Jeff McLaren 
said it took nearly three 
decades for the area to 
become what it is today and 
the Roxy played a big role. 

“To me, it’s the cultural 
soul of the street. It’s been 
around since the ’30s and to 
me, it’s the one landmark, 
the pillar, for the commun¬ 
ity that’s been here,” he 
said, noting the theatre 
brought arts and culture to 
the street. 

“They were the forefront 
of the redevelopment of 
124 Street,” he said. 

While the theatre had

Since then, the growth 
has been incremental, he 
said.

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Server crash disrupts 
260 diploma exams

Students forced to write 
the old-fashioned way

Edmonton’s Catholic school 
district is calling on the gov¬ 
ernment to toss tainted dip¬ 
loma marks after a server crash 
forced students to write their 
English 30 exam with pen and 
paper Tuesday. 

According to Edmonton 
Catholic School board spokes¬ 
woman Lori Nagy, more than 
260 students from three dif¬ 
ferent city high schools were 
affected when QuestA+, a 
program for diploma exams, 
crashed. 

“This was a difficult mor¬ 
ning and veiy frustrating for 
students because, as you can 
imagine, they’re already a bit 
anxious going in to write their 
diploma exam,” said Nagy, 
adding some students spent 


upwards of six hours hying to 
complete the exam because of 
the server glitch. 

As a result of the confusion, 
the district has sent a special 
request to Alberta Education, 
asking that the diploma marks 
be tossed if a student’s in-class 
grade was higher for those af¬ 
fected. 

A spokesperson from Ed¬ 
monton’s public school dis¬ 
trict estimated between 1,000 
and 1,500 district high school 
students were affected by the 
crash, but couldn’t confirm if 
the district planned to make a 
similar request. 

At one Calgaiy high school, 
teachers speaking to Metro on 
condition of anonymity said 
instructors gave up the system 
and resorted to more tradition¬ 
al methods. 

“They’re writing with pen¬ 
cils and on paper ... the old 
days,” said one instructor. 

Alberta Education spokes¬ 
person Tamara Magnan blamed 
the server crash on a system 
overload. Approximately one- 
third of students writing Tues-

day’s exam were using the pro¬ 
gram — a 15 per cent increase 
from last year — which caused 
the server to crash. 

Alberta Teacher Association 
president Mark Ramsanlcar 
called the server crash frustrat¬ 
ing and questioned how the 
government planned on hand¬ 
ling student marks. 

“To me, that seriously brings 
into question the validity of the 
exam results themselves,” he 
said. 

Ramsanlcar said he was also 
concerned with how results 
from Tuesday’s diploma were 
going to be compared to re¬ 
sults from tests written in June.

With plunging oil prices 
set to bear down on Al¬ 
berta’s economy, the head 
of Edmonton’s economic de¬ 
velopment agency believes 
the city will weather the 
storm.

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Arrested terror suspects 
were on RCMP watch list 


The three suspects arrested 
in a five-day terrorism sweep 
were among the roughly 90 
names on the RCMP’s nation¬ 
al security watch list, Torstar 
News Service has confirmed. 

Law enforcement sources 
expect more terrorism-related 
arrests in the coming weeks, 
as the world’s attention re¬ 
mains focused on last week’s 
attacks in Paris. 

Twin brothers Carlos and 
Ashton Larmond, 24, and Su- 
liman Mohamed, 21, were 
among the 90 individuals con¬ 
nected to around 63 active 
terrorism probes by domestic 
security agencies. 

The three men were arrested 
and charged with a number of 
terrorism related offences, in¬ 
cluding participating in the ac¬ 


tivities of a terror group. 

One of the brothers, Car¬ 
los, was arrested at Pierre El¬ 
liot Trudeau airport in Mont¬ 
real on Friday. 

Police expect evidence to 
show he held an airline ticket 
to Delhi, India via Frankfurt, 
Germany, and was intending 
to travel to Syria to fight for 
a terrorist cause. His brother 
Ashton was arrested the same 
day at a ski hill northeast of 
Gatineau, Que. 

A law enforcement source, 
speaking on the condition of 
anonymity, said police believe 
all three men would have 
liked to have travelled abroad 
had they been able to. 

Little is known about the 
case against the three men, 
and the charges have yet to 


be tested in court. What is 
known is that police believe 
Mohamed conspired with the 
two brothers to commit ter¬ 
rorist acts. 

Police do not believe the 
three were radicalized in local 
mosques, and did not consider 
them to be immediate threats 
in the Ottawa area. However 
CSIS and the RCMP have said 
suspects sometimes become 
greater threats at home after 
their plans to travel abroad 
are foiled. 

Mohamed’s lawyer, Doug 
Baum, said his client was 
“confused and upset” by 
the charges, noting that the 
Crown prosecutors have 
yet to disclose the evidence 
against his client.

University of 
Ottawa and its 
president face suit 

The University of Ottawa and 
its president, Allan Rock, face 
a class action lawsuit over the 
suspension of the school’s 
men’s hockey team in con¬ 
nection with a sexual assault 
investigation. 

The legal proceeding was 
launched Tuesday in Ontario’s 
Superior Court of Justice by 


lawyer Lawrence Greenspon 
on behalf of student Andrew 
Creppin and 21 other mem¬ 
bers of the varsity hockey 
team. 

Two students who were 
on the team were charged 
last summer with sexually 
assaulting a female student 
at Lalcehead University in 
Thunder Bay in Februaiy. The 
two are not part of the class 
action. 

Almost a month after the 
alleged incident in Thunder 
Bay, Rock suspended the 
entire hockey team for the 


season. 

The court filing, which 
seeks $6 million in damages, 
is necessaiy because the uni¬ 
versity wrongly tarnished the 
reputation of eveiy member 
of the 2013-14 hockey squad, 
Greenspon said. 

Creppin, one of the play¬ 
ers, is currently the only one 
with his name on the lawsuit. 

He said he and some other 
players were at the Thunder 
Bay hospital with an ailing 
teammate at the time the sex¬ 
ual assault was alleged to have

Major security changes for 
Hill were rejected: Sources 


Shelved over a year 
ago. Proposals included 
having a unified security 
force on Parliament Hill 


At least two separate propos¬ 
als urging major changes to 
Parliament Hill security were 
prepared and shelved more 
than a year before the Oct. 22 
attack on Parliament Hill, Tor- 
star News Service has learned. 

At the request of former 
public-safety minister Vic Toe- 
ws, the RCMP worked on a pro¬ 
posal for a single security force. 

The idea of a single force 
is akin to the U.S. Capitol Po¬ 
lice, a federal law-enforcement 
agency that protects the Amer¬ 
ican Congress. Some advocates 
believe such a force would 
offer both cost savings and 
tighter security. There does 
not, however, appear to be any 
appetite internally or exter¬ 
nally for that force to be the 
Mounties. 

But for reasons that are not 
clear, according to multiple 
sources who spoke to Tor-

Washington.

Sources say that a small 
group of senators drafted a re¬ 
sponse to the federal auditor 
general’s report of June 2012, 
which agreed with the audit 
and urged the two parliament- 
aiy services be unified under a 
single point of command. 

However, it appears the 
suggestion foundered long ago 
over disputes about whether 
the Commons and Senate au¬ 
thorities would have equal say 
in its management. 

The joint working group 
has already adopted new meas¬ 
ures towards unifying the two 
security services. 

Two sources also said the 
Conservative government was 
considering a dramatic sugges¬ 
tion to turn Wellington Street 
in front of the Parliament 
Buildings into a pedestrian 
mall and re-route traffic, as 
was done in 1995 with Wash¬ 
ington’s Pennsylvania Avenue.

Two climbers are almost to 
the top, in their bid to be¬ 
come the first in the world to 
use only their hands and feet 
to scale a sheer granite face 
in California’s Yosemite Na¬ 
tional Park. 

A spokeswoman said Tues¬ 
day that 30-year-old Kevin 
Jorgeson and 36-year-old 
Tommy Caldwell will likely 
finish the climb up El Capi¬ 
tals Dawn Wall on Wednes¬ 
day evening. 

For 17 days, the two have 
been attempting what many 
thought impossible. The 
men are “free-climbing” to 
the 914-metre summit. This 
means they don’t use climb¬ 
ing aids, other than ropes to 
prevent deadly falls. 

Each trained for more 


than five years, and they have 
battled bloodied fingers and 
unseasonably warm weather. 

Jorgeson fell 11 times over 
seven days trying to get past 
one tough section. He took to 
Faceboolc on Sunday to pub¬ 
licly celebrate his victoiy. 

“It took everything in my 
power to stay positive and re¬ 
solved that I would succeed,” 
he wrote of his continued at¬ 
tempts to get past the gruel¬ 
ling section. 

The climb began on Dec. 
27 and was expected to take 
two weeks. If the men finish 
Wednesday, they will have 
been on the wall closer to 
three weeks. El Capitan, the 
largest granite monolith in 
the world, has about 100 
routes to the top. The first 
climber reached the summit 
in 1958. 

In 1970, Warren Harding 
and Dean Caldwell — no re¬ 
lation to Tommy Caldwell 
— climbed Dawn Wall using 
ropes and countless rivets 
over 27 days. The duo turned 
down a rescue attempt by 
park rangers in a storm.

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Muhammad weeps on 
Charlie Hebdo’s cover

Charlie Hebdo released a new 
version of its irreverent and 
often offensive newspaper 
Tuesday, defiantly putting 
a caricature of the Prophet 
Muhammad on the cover that 
drew immediate criticism and 
threats of more violence. 

The newspaper also skew¬ 
ered other religions, and ran 
a double-page spread illustrat¬ 
ing Sunday’s march in Paris 
that drew more than a million 
people to condemn terrorism, 
claiming that the turnout was 
larger “than for Mass.” 

“For the past week, Char¬ 
lie, an atheist newspaper, has 
achieved more miracles than 


all the saints and prophets 
combined,” it said in the lead 
editorial. “The one we are most 
proud of is that you have in 
your hands the newspaper that 
we always made.” 

Charlie Hebdo planned an 


unprecedented print run of 
three million copies Wednes¬ 
day — one week to the day 
after the assault by two masked 
gunmen that killed 12 people, 
including much of its editorial 
staff and two police officers. 


It was the beginning of three 
days of terror that saw 17 
people killed before the three 
Islamic extremist attackers 
were gunned down by security 
forces. 

Surviving staff members are 
now using the offices of the Lib¬ 
eration newspaper, which has 
lent out space. 

The latest cover shows a 
weeping Muhammad, holding 
a sign reading “I am Charlie” 
with the words “All is forgiven” 
above him. Renald Luzier, the 
cartoonist who drew the cover 
image under the pen name 
“Luz” said it represents “just a 
little guy who’s ciying.” 

Then he added, unapologet- 
ically: “Yes, it is Muhammad.” 

Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence in Paris on Tuesday at 
which he repeatedly broke 
down ciying, Luzier described 
weeping after he drew the pic¬ 
ture.

PM asks for 

tougher 

measures 

France’s prime minister de¬ 
manded tougher anti-ter¬ 
rorism measures Tuesday 
after deadly attacks that 
some call the French Sept.

Suncor cuts 1,000 
jobs as oil plunges 


Reducing spending. 

Oilsands giant says it is 
taking $1 billion out of 
its 2015 budget 


Suncor Energy Inc., a huge 
presence in Alberta’s oilsands, 
is reducing its workforce by 
1,000 and cutting $1 billion 
from its capital budget as the 
company grapples with plum¬ 
meting crude prices. 

Calgary-based Suncor says 
the job cuts will affect mainly 
contractors, but include some 
employee positions as well. In 
its annual report, Suncor said it 
had 13,946 employees. 

In November, Suncor pre¬ 
dicted capital spending for 
2015 would range between 
$7.2 billion and $7.8 billion. At 
the time, crude was around $75 
US a barrel. U.S. crude settled at 
$45.89 US a barrel on Tuesday, 
less than half of what it was six 
months ago. 


Market Minute 


“Cost management has been 
an ongoing focus, with success¬ 
ful efforts to reduce both cap¬ 
ital and operating costs well 
underway before the decline in 
oil prices. However, in today’s 
low crude price environment, 
it’s essential we accelerate this 
work,” Suncor CEO Steve Wil¬ 
liams said in a release. 

Projects that haven’t yet 
been given a final go-ahead by 
Suncor’s board are being de¬ 
ferred, such as expansions to 
the MacKay River steam-driven 
oilsands project in northeast¬ 
ern Alberta and the White Rose 
development off the east coast. 
But major projects under con¬ 
struction such as the $13.5-bil¬ 
lion Fort Hills mine north of 
Fort McMurray, Alta., and the 
Hebron field in offshore New¬ 
foundland are moving ahead as 
planned. 

Suncor expects the closely 
watched U.S. benchmark 
crude, West Texas Intermedi¬ 
ate, to average $59 US a barrel 
in 2015. Western Canadian Se-

I broke my back sledding a decade ago, and I’m still suffering

I’ve watched the debate about whether cities 
should ban tobogganing with some interest. Sled¬ 
ding can be dangerous, and I think municipalities 
should have some control over where it happens. 
I should know. I broke my back a decade ago 
while sledding at Confederation Park in Calgaiy, 
and my life has been altered by that event. 

On Boxing Day of 2003, my brother and I de¬ 
cided to go sledding. I hadn’t been tobogganing 
in a decade and the weather was fantastic: Sunny, 
blue skies, mild temperature — there may have 
been Chinook that day. 

Upon arriving at the hill, there were ominous 
signs that amused me at the time: a broken GT 
Snow Racer ski, pieces of shattered crazy carpets, 


lost gloves, helmets, etc. Years later and after 
the fact, I like to refer to the scene as a tobog¬ 
gan graveyard. My brother went down the hill 
first on a large plastic disk. The snow was com¬ 
pact, presumably from thrill seekers leading up 
to that day, and because the weather was quite 
warm, the snow had melted and re-frozen a few 
times. As a result, he went like a bat out of hell as 
I watched anxiously. 

It was my turn. I didn’t even have a chance to 
put my legs back onto the toboggan before I was 
completely out of control. My journey down the 
hill seemed like minutes, and the whole time I 
was using my legs as breaks to try and slow my 
speed. And then, BAM! It was a feeling I have 
trouble describing. A feeling I cannot forget. 
My entire body felt like it was broken in half. 
All I felt was pain. It was fierce and relentless, 
and I’ve never felt anything like it since. 


When I arrived at the hospital, they tied me 
down to a table for two weeks, before placing 
me in a body cast for six months. I had suffered 
a burst-compression fracture of my LI vertebra. 

While in hospital, I was told that toboggan¬ 
ing accidents are incredibly common, and one of 
the reasons for this is that the human derriere 
isn’t built to absorb the extreme forces that come 
from tobogganing. Unlike, say, the knees when 
you’re skiing. 

Since the accident I’ve suffered from chronic 
pain and an inability to sit down or sleep for any 
length of time. I can walk, but in a veiy limited 
sense: typically no more than a few hundred 
metres before back pain gets too intense. When 
this happens, my legs also become weak. 

The medications to deal with this are brutal, 
in that they make me incredibly tired and zom- 
bie-lilce. Since the break I’ve been losing more 


and more feeling in my legs. About 40 per cent 
total loss right now. The reason for this is because 
over-compensation has led to increased degener¬ 
ation of my spine directly above where I broke 
my back. 

Like eveiy sport or activity, tobogganing car¬ 
ries risks and dangers. My accident was a freak 
accident. I could have broken my neck on the 
boards playing hockey. I could have been hit in 
the head with a golf ball while on the back nine. 

I do not agree with an outright ban, and lim¬ 
iting times and conditions seems like ridiculous 
government overreach. However, designating 
safe places to toboggan seems like a prudent 
course of action. There are inherent risks in any 
activity, but we can try to minimize those risks.

We may not have known 
much about humble Pawnee 
at the beginning, but we’ve 
all grown to love the resi¬ 
dents of the town (which we 
all know is First in Friend¬ 
ship, Fourth in Obesity). 

And who hasn’t enjoyed 
learning about the colourful 
Pawnee city mottos? There 
was the time they got taken 
over by the cult of Zorp, or 
the time they claimed to be 
the birthplace of Julia Rob¬ 
erts, then got sued for it.

At its best, the show found 
great ways to translate Amy 
Poehler’s high-energy screen 
presence into a character 
who was both hugely dorky 
and inspirational. 

Sure, she loved organizing 
eveiything in binders, and 
went overboard in eveiy facet 
of her life, but Leslie was that 
rare comedic creation whose

Remember the episode when 
April and Andy got married on 
a whim, only a few episodes 
after starting to date? It’s 
unlikely anyone would have 
guessed those two would be 
the most stable relationship 
on the show, but the writ¬ 
ers always found cute, funny 
ways to make them work as 
a couple, despite Andy’s clue¬ 
lessness and April’s hatred of, 
well, everything. 

And while we’re happy 
Ron found love with Lucy 
Lawless’ Diane, we’re sad we 
won’t get to see any new ad¬ 
ventures between Ron and 
Tammy, because Nick Of- 
ferman and Megan Mullally 
brought just the right degree 
of crazy eveiy time they were 
onscreen together. 

It always warmed your heart 

Parks has gotten a lot of credit 
over the years for the warmth 
of its humour. The show 


makes you laugh at the antics 
of its characters, but never 
sneers at them or asks view¬ 
ers to mock them. Sure, we 
knew most of Tom’s business 
schemes were doomed to fail¬ 
ure, but he’s now started a few 


successful ones, and no one 
on the show treated him like 
he was a fool for dreaming of 
a life beyond Pawnee. And as 
outlandish as Leslie’s behav¬ 
iour got, the people around 
her always loved her for it.

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Explore the winding trails of Wales 



Hiking haven. This 
rugged country offers 
both epic journeys 
and leisurely walks 


Looking for a hiking vacation 
that’s off the beaten track but 
guaranteed to delight with an 
array of trails for all skill sets, 
amazing views, quaint accom¬ 
modations, a wealth of histoiy 
and top-notch cuisine? 

Consider Wales. 

The mountainous country, 
part of the United Kingdom, 
is bordered by England in the 
east, the Irish Sea to the north 
and west and the Bristol Chan¬ 
nel in the south. 

There are several world- 
class hiking regions, all distinct, 
all worth seeing, and situated 
close enough to one another 
that most of Wales can be ex¬ 
plored in as little as a week via 
rental car. 

There are no direct Can¬ 
adian flights to Wales, but fly 
into any of the major London 
airports and connect to either 
Cardiff, Swansea or Liverpool. 


From Liverpool, it’s a quick 
jaunt into the northern reaches 
of Wales, where you can start 
your hiking vacation in the 
Llandudno and Colwyn Bay 
area. 

The hiking highlight of the 
region is the Great Orme, a 
coastal landmark more than 
200 metres above sea level with 
Stone Age origins. 

There’s a circular walk 
around the headland that starts 
and finishes at the summit, 
providing spectacular views of 
Liverpool Bay and the Irish Sea, 
the Cameddau mountains, the 
island of Anglesey and the Me- 
nai Strait — a stretch of which 
is called the “swelhes” by locals 
due to its hazardous whirlpools 
and surges. 

Histoiy lovers shouldn’t 
miss Conwy Castle, built by Ed¬ 
ward I during his conquest of 
Wales between 1283 and 1289. 
It’s among the best-preserved 
medieval fortifications in Brit¬ 
ain, and visitors can wander its 
battlements at will. 

From Colwyn Bay, veer 
southwest into the grandeur of 
Snowdonia. 

The famously stunning re¬ 


gion is dotted with picturesque 
villages. Stop at Betws-y-coed 
on your drive in, an impossibly 
pretty riverside hamlet with a 
cosy pub located at the Ty Gwyn 
Hotel and featuring an excel¬ 
lent menu. The local steamed 
mussels and salt-marsh lamb 


shouldn’t be missed. 

To work off your lunch, 
there are trails for hikers of 
all capabilities. Expert climb¬ 
ers can take on the seven-hour 
hike up Mount Snowdon, the 
highest peak in south Britain, 
via the Crib’s Goch knife-edge 


ridge, but there are plenty of 
other shorter, less hair-raising 
hikes through the dramatic 
hills of the region. 

From Snowdonia, veer back 
northwest to Anglesey. The 
highlight of the island is the 
spectacular South Stack Light-

house, perched on another 
rugged, windswept isle joined 
to Anglesey by an aluminum 
bridge and open for explora¬ 
tion by tourists. There are 
plenty of hiking trails in the 
area, including an hour-long 
hike that starts in Breakwater 
Country Park in nearby Holy- 
head and leads to South Stack. 
The Anglesey Coastal Path also 
passes by South Stack. 

The only possible downside 
to a Welsh hiking vacation? The 
rain. Pack rain gear, because all¬ 
day sunny hiking weather is 
rarely a guarantee. 
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Charming colonial Curasao 



Beyond the beach. 
This little Dutch 
colony has incredible 
architecture, 
shipwrecks and diving 



If you’re looking to sunbathe 
all day long, the island of 
Curasao may not be your best 
choice. But if you’re a snorkel- 
ler, scuba diver, foodie, his- 
toiy junkie, golfer or culture 
vulture, this former Dutch 
colony — located approxi¬ 
mately 60 kilometres off the 
coast of Venezuela — is the 
perfect vacation destination. 

The unique capital of 
Willemstad is a bustling port 
city that earned UNESCO 
World Heritage status in 1997 
due to its incredible collec¬ 
tion of Dutch colonial archi¬ 
tecture. Picture the unique 
gabled houses of Amsterdam 
painted in vibrant pastels 
and peppered with palm 


trees. The vibe is strongly 
Dutch, but the influences of 
Spanish, English and the lo¬ 
cal Papiamento people are 
also evident in all aspects of 
life including the music and 
cuisine. The food at the Gou- 
verneur de Rouville reflects 
the cosmopolitan makeup of 
the island and the service, 
ambiance and views at this 
charming heritage building 
overlooking the harbour are 
outstanding. 

The island’s beaches, a 
mix of both public and pri¬ 
vate access, are small and 
tend to be crowded. How¬ 


ever, for snorlcellers and div¬ 
ers, beaches such as Playa 
Kallci and Playa Lagun make 
great welcome mats to an 
entire ocean of coral and 
exotic fish. 

Devoid of permanent 
populations, the tiny neigh¬

Is healthy eating one of your 
resolutions for 2015? A great 
way to achieve that is by pack¬ 
ing a lunch for school or work. 
It will save you a lot of money 
in the long run, too. Here’s how 
to get started. 

Plan ahead 

Plot out four weeks’ worth of 
meal ideas in a calendar or 
schedule. Choose options you 
enjoy, that you can make in ad¬ 
vance and that are easy to trans¬ 
port. Repeat your plan eveiy 
month, and mix it up when 
you get tired of certain meals, 
or to reflect what you have in 
your kitchen. Sketching out 
your meals for the month will 
take away the stress of hying 
to come up with new ideas all 


the time. It will also mean you 
know exactly what you need to 
buy each week to prepare your 
lunches, saving you time in the 
grocery store. If you’re tiying 
to save money or prefer to eat 
locally, adjust your meal plan 
seasonally, and check what’s on 
sale at the start of each month 
to stock up on non-perishables, 
then incorporate those into 
your meal plan. 

Prepare meals in batches 

You can save time by preparing 


multiple meals at once, because 
it cuts down on the overall time 
you have to spend washing, 
chopping, cooking, portioning 
and cleaning up. Block off a 
couple of hours each week to 
prepare your lunches for the 
next five days (Sundays are 
great if your schedule allows). 

If you don’t already have 
one, invest in a Tupperware set 
that includes different sizes for 
your main meal, snacks, sauces 
and accompaniments. Having 
four to six good-sized contain¬ 


ers will mean you can prepor¬ 
tion several meals at once. Opt 
for glass containers or BPA-ffee 
plastic. 

Strive for balance 

Although you should stick to 
meals that don’t take long to 
prepare, you don’t want to 
sacrifice nutrition. The key 
to a healthy meal is ensur¬ 
ing that it’s well rounded. 
Ideally, your lunch should be 
proportioned as follows: half 
your plate should be vege¬ 
tables and/or fruit, a quar¬ 
ter should be protein and 
the other quarter should be 
grains. 

Keeping this in mind 
means you can toss together 
a balanced meal that will 
keep you satisfied until din¬ 
ner, as long as you choose 
healthy options. 

Use what you have on 
hand; try beans, legumes, 
nuts, seeds and lean meats 
for your protein, whole 
grains like brown rice, qui- 
noa, and whole wheat noo¬ 
dles for your grains and a 
variety of fresh produce for 
the fruit/vegetable portion of 
your meal. 


Keep your kitchen well 
stocked 

Always make sure you have the 
ingredients for a quick go-to 
lunch in case you don’t have 
time to go shopping or spend 
more than a few minutes pre¬ 
paring your next midday meal. 

Sandwiches are great when 
you’re pressed for time, so keep 
a loaf of whole wheat bread in 


your fridge or freezer and have 
nut butters, jams, vegetables, 
cheese or cold cuts on hand. 

Having a well-stocked kitch¬ 
en ensures you’re less likely 
to run into a situation where 
making a meal at home isn’t an 
option. If eveiything you need 
is already right in front of you, 
you’ll be less tempted to buy 
food out.

Midsize sedans are an import¬ 
ant segment, and if you’re go¬ 
ing to make it here, you’ve got 
to bring ammunition. 

This has usually been a 
weak point for Chiysler, but 
it’s finally in the game with 
the 200 sedan, which has been 
completely redesigned for 
2015. It still has some flaws, 
but it’s finally strong enough 
to tackle the competitors. 

The base engine is a 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder making 184 
horsepower, which is available 
in all four trim levels (LX, Lim¬ 
ited, 200S, and 200C). My tester 
was optioned with the 3.6-litre 
V6 that can be added to the S 
and C trims. Mine also had all¬ 
wheel drive, which can be or¬ 
dered only with the V6. 

Both engines use a nine- 
speed automatic transmission. 
The ninth gear is a bit of over¬ 
kill, as I was only ever able to 


get into it on a flat stretch of 
highway. Even then, I had to 
use the steering-wheel paddle 
shifter to manually engage it, 
and on the slightest incline, 
the transmission slipped back 
into eighth gear. 

The engine is smooth, but 
its published fuel consump¬ 
tion is higher than many of its 
V6-powered rivals, and in com¬ 
bined driving, I averaged 10.4 
L/100 km. 

The redesigned interior is 


lovely, with soft-touch materi¬ 
als, excellent fit and finish, and 
comfortable seats that are clad 
in soft leather on the top-line 
200C. 

A heated steering wheel 
is standard on that trim, but 
there’s some form over func¬ 
tion, here. The wheel is en¬ 
hanced with a chrome ring, 
which stays ice cold on winter 
mornings while the rest of the 
wheel heats up — defeating 
the entire purpose. 


Small-item storage looks 
limited at first, but you find 
a ton of space once you start 
looking. In addition to a con¬ 
sole box and an open bin 
under the shifter, the entire 
top of the console slides back, 
revealing a huge hidden cubby. 

The 200 can feel a bit pricey 
at its upper end, but the mid¬ 
range models seem right in 
line. If you’re in the market for 
midsize sedan, there’s a new 
player in town.

Toyota’s fuel-cell model could match Prius as a game-changer 

Just as Toyota’s Prius gasoline-electric hybrid changed the auto industry, so will its 
recently unveiled 2016 Mirai hydrogen fuel-cell sedan, the company suggests. Bob 
Carter, the company’s head of auto operations, says the Mirai could equal the impact 
the Prius had on the industiy. But it won’t happen overnight, he adds, because fuel-cell 
cars currently lack a nationwide fuelling infrastructure. Even in California where the 
Mirai will be initially sold, only a handful of fuelling stations exist. However, Carter tells 
Automotive News that Toyota is expecting 23 new fuelling stations will be built in the 
Los Angeles and San Francisco areas by the time the Mirai launches there later this year.

Ghosn thinks electrics are the answer 

With global sales of the all-electric Nissan Leaf up by 20 
per cent this year, Renault-Nissan CEO Carlos Ghosn 
sees almost unlimited opportunity for future plug-in 
electrics. He says the 200,000 EVs sold globally by 
Renault-Nissan represents a savings of nearly 200 
million litres of oil, “fuel that was not extracted, 
shipped or burned into the atmosphere.” EVs also 
increase consumer choice. “As the internal engine 
monopoly crumbles, consumers will enjoy even more 
mainstream EV options and range.” Their biggest 
advantage, Ghosn said, is that EVs can tap into existing 
infrastructure, unlike hydrogen fuel-cell vehicles that 
require all-new infrastructure.

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Anti-pickup turns heads 
at auto show in Detroit

Pickup trucks were front and 
centre at this year’s auto show 
in Detroit, proudly showing 
off their trademark attributes, 
such as powerful engines, 
impressive workload and off¬ 
road capabilities, and in-your- 
face attitudes. There was also 
one odd-looking pickup that 
wants nothing to do with 
working for living, racing in 
the Mexican desert, or scaring 
young children with aggres¬ 
sive styling. But before I get 
too deep into Hyundai’s Santa 
Cruz concept, let’s run down 
three traditional pickups that 
made news in Detroit, to bet¬ 
ter appreciate the dichotomy 
between them and the Cruz. 

2016 Ford Raptor: This ul¬ 
timate off-road version of the 
new-generation Ford F-150 
gets its own frame, a wider 
body and a new turbo V6 pur¬ 
ported to be more powerful 
that the 411-hp V8 that pro¬ 
pelled the previous Raptor. 

2016 Nissan Titan: An all-new 
Titan, with a stouter frame, a 
new Cummins V8 diesel en¬ 
gine good for 310 hp and 550 
lb.-ft. of torque, and a massive 
front grille worthy of a Mack 
18-wheeler. 

2016 Toyota Tacoma: The first 
really big update on Tacoma 
in a decade. I asked Kevin 
Hunter, head of the Toyota’s 
California design studio, 
about the desert-racer theme 
and the veiy blunt front end. 
“We like it,” he told me. “We 
just think it’s a fist hitting 
something; that’s the way 
we look at it. Robust. Strong. 
Powerful. Looks like if you hit 
something, you wouldn’t get 
any damage on your truck.” 


All of which couldn’t be more 
different than Hyundai’s 
Santa Cruz concept, which 
is being promoted as a new 
truck for a different genera¬ 
tion of buyers. 

According to Hyundai, 
those buyers are younger, 
more female, more urban, 
and would dearly love a 
vehicle that is as inexpensive 
and manoeuvrable around 
town as a small crossover, but 
with one major difference: the 
ability to separate their dirty, 
wet or smelly cargo from the 
passenger compartment — 
cargo such as mountain bikes, 
camping equipment, fire¬ 
wood, hockey equipment, etc. 

Hyundai calls these people 
urban adventurers. They are 
committed to their city life¬ 
style, but also like to get out 
on the weekend and do stuff 
outdoors. 

Both lifestyles would bene¬ 
fit from a pickup, but they 
don’t want to drive a big, ex¬ 
pensive pickup around town 
the rest of the time. 

“We’re not tiying to attract 
truck buyers, so max towing, 
ground-clearance and max 
payload is not the point at 
all,” said Mark Diplco, head of 
product planning at Hyundai 
America. 

“Research tells us that not 
everyone that needs an open 
bed wants that capability or 
the trade-offs that come with 
a traditional pickup.” 

Hyundai says the Santa 
Cruz is its most-researched 
concept ever, and the auto¬ 
maker is convinced it would 
be a hit with its intended audi¬ 
ence. 

Some cool features on the 
concept include a 2.0-litre tur¬ 
bo diesel engine, a tailgate ex¬ 
tension that makes the bed as 
long as a midsize pickup bed, 
mini doors for the rear-seat 
passengers, and a lockable 
and rigid tonneau cover.

Longer, wider and taller 
than the original machine, the 
eight-passenger Pilot needed 
the makeover to survive in a 
market jammed with increas¬ 
ingly fierce competitors. 

LX and SE models are more 
basic in terms of feature con¬ 
tent, with the EX-L at the top 
of the range. 


Common Issues 


Some durability complaints 
focus on the brakes, with 
numerous owners reporting 
much-shorter-than-expected 
life to components. Watch 
for a throbbing pulse in the 
pedal during light to moder¬ 
ate stops, which is a sign that 


the rotors are warped and the 
braking system needs atten¬ 
tion. If in doubt, ask a mech¬ 
anic to take a closer look. 

Also ask the mechanic to 
look for signs of leaks, especial¬ 
ly around the radiator, trans¬ 
mission cooler lines, transmis¬ 
sion and rear differential. Any 
of these should be relatively 
easy to spot. 

The suspension should also 
be inspected, especially for 
signs of excessive wear to the 
lower front control arm bush¬ 
ings. If these are cracked or ap¬ 
pear to be leaking, they’ll need 
to be replaced. 

Check all on-board features 
and electronics, including the 
motorized seat adjusters, win¬ 
dows, locks, the rear-seat cli¬ 
mate control, remote key fob 
and sunroof. 

Some owners report a growl¬ 
ing sound and vibration from 
the engine compartment when 
it shifts into Eco mode, deacti¬ 
vating unneeded cylinders. 
Drive on a flat surface with the 
throttle applied very lightly to 
coax the Pilot into this mode, 
and note any vibrations or 
sounds. 

Some owners have reported 
issues with excessive oil con¬ 
sumption. 


O Owners tend to 
rate a multitude 
of characteristics 
highly, includ¬ 
ing seat comfort, abundant 
storage, overall flexibility, 
a great driving position, 
confident all-surface trac¬ 
tion and an overall blend of 
go-anywhere, anytime size, 
flexibility and capability. 


O Gripes include a 
learning curve 
to voice-com¬ 
mand systems, 
cramped third- 
row seats, and rougher and 
louder-than-expected ride 
in some models. 


All models get a 
3.5-litre V6 engine 
with 250 horse¬ 
power, and most 
models in the used market 
will include Honda’s self¬ 
activating four-wheel-drive 
system with an available 
‘locking’ mode for en¬ 
hanced traction. 


Most of the Pilot’s common 
issues will be easy to spot 
on a test drive or mechan¬ 
ic’s inspection. If the Pilot 
you’re considering gets a 
clean bill of health, you’re 
well on your way to enjoy¬ 
ing a spacious, flexible and 
capable family hauler.
